Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has claimed a process for the production of an L-amino acid by fermentation comprising a 
microorganism wherein the yfiD gene of SEQ ID NO: 4 is over expressed and in addition one or 
more additional genes are enhanced, producing L-amino acid and isolating said L-amino acid 
from culture medium or recombinant microorganism. While Blattner et al. ("The Complete 
Genome Sequence of Escherichia coli K-12," Science 277:1453-1462 1997, see IDS) teach SEQ 
ID NO: 4 and encoded polynucleotide, Blattner et al. does not teach cloning the gene, 
transforming a microorganism expressing one or more gene recited in claim 27 and a process for 
the production of an L-amino acid by fermentation, and isolating said L-amino acid from culture 
medium or microorganism. The prior art does not give any reason or suggestion for a process for

the production of an L-amino acid by fermentation, and to isolate L-amino acid from culture 
medium or microorganism transform by said gene. As such a process for the production of an L- 
amino acid by fermentation comprising a microorganism wherein the yfiD gene of SEQ ID NO: 
4 is over expressed and in addition one or more additional genes are enhanced, producing L- 
amino acid and isolating said L-amino acid from culture medium or recombinant microorganism 
as claimed would not have been obvious from the disclosure of Blattner et al. 

Thus, Applicant's arguments and amendments to the above claim are sufficient to 
overcome the rejections of record. A standard search did not produce any prior art that suggests 
or teaches the claimed invention. The claimed invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior 
art.
